OFF TO CAPITAL 


2 FACE DEATH 


Man and Woman Sentenced to 


Die in Electric Chair at 


Sing Sing. 


CORTLAND, N. Y., March 31.— 


Ignoring the request of a jury for 
leniency, Supreme Court Justice 
Andrew McNaught today senten- 
ced Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Simpson of 
Homer, to die in the electric chair 
at Sing Sing prison 
during the 


week of May 16 for the murder of 
the woman's child, born out of 
wed-lock. 


Reporting at 10:10 a. m., after 


deliberating for 16 hours ,the jury 
returned with an unusual verdict, 
recommending "leniency" after it 
had brought in the guilty verdict. 


Evidence presented 
during the 


course of the trial indicated Simp- 
son had married his 
wife six 


months ago without knowledge of 
the child which, had been born to 
her more than a year before. 


When the revelation was made 


to him, after Mrs. Simpson was 
pressed for payments for the board 
of her child, the couple decided to 
'get rid of it" The state charged 
"ie couple drowned the child in 
Mud Lake Pond after several fu- 
tile attempts to poison it and to 
crush it

Miss Kidney was wheeled into 


the courtroom in an invalid chair 
and she testified from a position 
directly in front of the jury. Un- 
der direct examination by Attorney 
Max C- Seyfert, Jr., the sister told 
her story of the brutal crime. She 


j testified she had been an invalid! 
for six years and had lived in a 


i chair and it was their custom to 
keep what money they had con- 
cealed in the little farm home. 


HEARD NO NOISES 


Miss Kidney said she and her 


brother had retired about 9 p. m. 
on the night of Dec. 9 and that

Kidney said she could hear the men 
ransacking the home and the 
groans of her brother but she did 
not see anything while the negroes 
were in the home.

Little was led from his chair to 


a position in front of the sister for 
identification. "I want you to take 
a good look at Arthur Little and 
state to this jury whether or not 
he was one of the men you saw 
come in that morning," Mr. Sey- 
fert asked Miss Kidney. "Yes, of 
course he was in the house, they 
were all in the house, every one of 
them," was her reply. 


Miss Kidney also told of a visit 


Loudermilk made to her home in 
the summer of 1930. She said he 
stopped and asked her brother for 
a. drink of water and then pro- 
ceeded to direct a number of per- 
sonal questions at Mr. Kidney. Sfie 
also told of seeing Walker Brown 
and two other colored men walk 
past her home on Oct. 16. 1931. and 
a small book in which she made a

OR centuries night air was be- 
lieved dangerous and harmful 
to

Windows were 


barred, and children as well as 
adults rarely ventured out in the 
night air. 


I am sorry to 


say t h a t the 
ancient and bar- 
baric custom of 
sleeping 
in 
a 


r o o m w i t h 
closed windows 
still prevails in 
m a n y 
homes. 


Even now there 
are those who 
do not 
realize 


the importance 
of properly ven- 
tilated homes — 
the health value 
of fresh air. 


When impure or stale air is 


breathed the resistance of the body 
against infections and disease is 
lowered. 
Headache, 
irritability, 


loss of appetite and even severe di- 
gestive disturbances are often due to 
impure air. A common cause of the 
ordinary cold is breathing the dry 
air of crowded places and of poorly 
ventilated rooms. 
Lack of fresh air in packed trains, 
theatres, offices and schools often 
causes severe headache and dizziness. 
If you work in a crowded room, 
make sure that the windows are open 
from "the top and bottom. This 'will 
supply the necessary moist air and 
replace the impure air. 
During cold weather ventilation is 
an especially important problem in 
every home. Generally one member 
of the household prefers a warm 
room and shivers at the mention of 
an open window. Ideal room tem- 
perature is between 68 and 72 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and the air should 
not be dry, yet it should not con- 
tain too much moisture. 
Dust, gas and smoke are three fac- 


tors which must be avoided to Insure 
pure air. Germ-laden dust is detri- 
mental to health. It is a carrier of 
such diseases as influenza, pneu- 
monia, whooping cough and tuber- 
culosis. 


Toxic gases when present In the 
air are poisonous and dangerous to 
health. 
Leaky gas Jets, flues and 
coal stoves are frequent sources of 
this danger.

• :i"; ana sneezing. Persons in a room 
v.iiere the air is filled with tobacco 
smoke "thick enough to cut with a 
knife" subject themselves to the 
dangers of ill health. 
Continued lack of fresh air may 


result in an anemic condition called 
"chlorosis." This form of anemia is 
found in young girls who avoid fresh 
air and walking, confining them- 
selves all day to close, dimly lighted 
and poorly ventilated rooms. 
The 
disease is rarely seen among country 
girls who enjoy the benefits of fresh 
air and sunlight. Fortunately, the 
treatment of this condition is simple 
and effective. It consists essentially 
of good food, rest, plenty of fresh 
air and sunlight. 
Recent studies show that lack of 


fresh air may affect the body in sev- 
eral ways. Fresh air aids the body 
in maintaining a normal blood press- 
ure, pulse, respiration and what the 
doctors call the "metabolism rates," 
as well as normal nervous reactions. 


Do not be ashamed of being called 
a "fresh-air bug." Breathing fresh 
air is just as important as drinking 
pure water and eating clean food. 
You should be extremely careful 
about the air you breathe.
